I cherish the first moments when my passion was ignited, and I constantly feel a sense 
of gratitude for the gifts that I have been given. In turn, this inspires me to return this by 

sharing with those who share the same excitement — you, the loyal 
readers of Creative Knitting magazine. Thank you so much for 
your continued interest.

Using provisional cast-on (see page 127),

41 (41, 49, 49, 57, 57) sts; 1 St will rem on RH 
needle. Transfer it to smaller 16-inch needle. 
Turn work right sides out. 

Using smaller needle, [p2, k2] to last st, 
pick up and knit 1 st at underarm, k1, pm 
and join to work in rnd — 68 (68, 84, 84, 100,

Work 4 rnds in established 2x2 rib. 

Bind off in pat. 

Left Side Seam & Armhole Ribbing 

Unzip waste yarn from provisional cast-on of 
front and transfer live sts to larger needle. 

Transfer back sts from waste yarn to 2nd 
larger needle. 

Follow instructions for right side seam and 
armhole edging. 

Bottom Ribbing 

Using smaller 24-inch circular needle and 
starting at right side seam, pick up and 
knit 160 (180, 196, 216, 232, 252) sts around 
bottom edge; pm and join to work in rnds. 
Work in 2x2 rib for 4 inches. 

Bind off in pat. 

Weave in all ends. ■

Pattern is worked back and forth 
in rows.

Row 1 (WS): Work Row 1 of Cable to 
marker, sm, work Row 1 of Elongated 
Check to last st, pi.

(1, 2, 3, 2, 3) st(s) left, changing to larger 
needle when collar measures 4 inches 
from back neck.

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As classic as chocolate cake, designer 
and teacher Melissa Leapman's designs 
continue to shape the knitting world. 



When Creative Knitting premiered back in 
September 2004, Melissa Leapman, already 
a fully established knitwear designer, graced 
the debut pages with three popular sweater 
designs. She continues to be a regular 
contributor to the magazine 10 years later. 

Melissa began crocheting in her 
childhood, but in high school, she decided 
to teach herself to knit and learned from 
pamphlets at the 5-and-10-cent store. It 
wasn’t too long, however, before the need 
to explore more in the fiber domain took 
over, causing her to delve headfirst into the 
world of knitwear design. Her first published 
pattern was a mother/daughter sweater set 
in the early 1 980s, directly opening the door 



to a 30-year knit design career. She's even 
designed knit swatches for the garment 
industry in New York. Needless to say, the 
results have been fantastic! Melissa's been 
featured in quite a few television shows, 
sold out many workshops, and has a whole 
host of knitting books in her repertoire, 
including Knitting the Perfect Fit, Knitted 
Ripple Afghans and Cardigans & Closures. 

Melissa has always been a firm believer 
that experimentation creates a designer. 
Altering necklines, changing sleeve lengths, 
opting for a different border or even 
choosing alternative color stories allows the 
mind to enter a new realm of thinking that 
makes the pattern unique. Indeed, Melissa 



is known to be meticulous and methodically 
creative in just such ways, with beautifully 
practical designs that knitters love to make 
and wear. You could say that her style is 
classic and contemporary with just enough 
challenge to interest the crafter. In fact, 
there is nothing more classic than her 
current hobby — baking! She is working her 
way through a chocolate cake cookbook {in 
order, of course) much in the same way as 
she drafts a design: testing, experimenting 
with and savoring each one. 

Back in 2004, Melissa had just published 
a brand-new book, Hot Knits, so having such 
a popular designer in the Creative Knitting 
launch was exciting! She took the time to 
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answer a few questions about her work in 
the 1 0 years since that first remarkable issue. 

TH: You were one of the designers to grace the 
pages of the first issue ofCreative Knitting 
magazine — what was that like? 

ML: I was lucky enough to have worked 
with the editor of Creative Knitting (Bobbie 
Matela) in its earlier form. Knitting Digest. 

It was fun to help launch an entirely new 
publication. 

TH: Looking back at your first foray into 
Creative Knitting iOyears ago, did you 
envision what your life would be like in 20 7 47 
Are you where you thought you would be? 

ML: I wrote my first knitting book back in 
1999, but I never thought I'd have this many 
books in me! I'm delighted to be able to 
write a new one every year — and I learn new 
things working on each one, 

TH: When it comes to design, what excites, 
motivates or inspires you? 



ML: Usually, it is a stitch pattern that 
interests me. I love knowing that every 
knitted fabric is composed of just two basic 
stitches — knit and purl — and that these 
simple elements can be combined in an 
infinite number of ways to create cables, 
lace, colorwork and more! 

TH: What is a typical "day at the office" for you? 
ML: Most readers might be surprised to 
know that my work days consist mostly of 
computer work — with very little knitting. 

I hire sample makers to make all of my 
projects for photography. This allows me 
to have every pattern tested while freeing 
my time to do other things, like write more 
patterns! I have the best job in the world! 

TH : Where do you see yourself 7 0 years 
from now? 

ML: Luckily for us, there's so much to explore 
in the world of knitting, I hope to still be 
working in the industry — and still learning 
new techniques every step of the way. 



TH: Do you have anything in the works you 
can share? Any sneak peeks or secrets? 

ML: I’m continuing what I was doing 10 
years ago! I have a new book coming out 
in the fall of 2014 for newbie knitters, and 
I'm working on another one for knitters of 
all skill levels that's due to be released fall 
201 5. There’s never a dull moment in my 
office, and I am incredibly lucky! ■ 

Melissa Leapman is a widely pubiished 
designer, with patterns in every premiere 
needlecrafts publication in the country. As a 
freelance designer, Melissa has worked with 
many leading ready-to-wear manufacturers 
and design houses in NYC. In addition, most 
American yarn companies have commissioned 
her to create designs to promote their new and 
existing yarns. Melissa has been a featured 
guest on Lifetime TV's Handmade by Design, 
HGTV's Sew Much More, PBS's Needle Arts 
Studio, and the DIY Network's Knitty Gritty.

With A, cast on 50 sts.

Work even until armhole measures

with a RS row. 

Shape Shoulders 

At armhole edge, bind off 8 (8, 9, 9, 10,

Cast on 43 (47, 51, 57, 61, 65) sts. 

Row 1 (RS): Kl, pi, *k1-tbl, pi; rep from 
* to last St, kl. 

Row 2: Pi, kl, *p1-tbl, kl; rep from * to 
last St, pi. 

Rep Rows 1 and 2 until piece measures 
2 inches, ending with a WS row.

Row 7: Rep Row 1, inc 1 st, working MIL-P

It was September 2004, the month that marked a new era of 
growth and excitement as the first issue of Creative Knitting 
magazine was introduced across newsstands. It has been 
10 years since that initial launch, and while we have all 
experienced change throughout that time, the tenets, values 
and knitterly belief of "easy knitting for everyone" remains 
very much at the core of the magazine. 

You might call it "vintage” now, but it all started back in 
1 978 when Knitting World was released as one of the first 
all-knitting magazines by House of White Birches (the former 
publishing brand of Annie's). Back then, the office was filled 
with paper, as digital technologies hadn't quite entered 
the picture. As the culture of knitting ebbed and flowed, so 
too did the publication by transitioning into Knitting Digest 
for a time before finally introducing Creative Knitting.The 
publishers and team members were eager to truly make a 
mark on a bigger audience of knitters who, even with little 
experience, wanted to explore a wider realm of interesting, 
beautiful, fun designs. 

Bobbie Matela was appointed editor and led the way 
to present Creative Knitting to the world. She graciously 
answered a few of my questions about what it was like to get 
a new magazine out the door; 
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Bobbie Matela, the first editor of 
CreobVe Knitting. 



TH: Back in 2004, you were the first editor for 
Creative Knitting magazine. How did you 
come into that rote? 

BM: I was an employee of the company, 
working on other books that were mostly 
crochet and knitting titles. I was more than 
happy to accept the assignment and work 
on a magazine. 

TH: It's been 10 years since the launch of 
Creative Knitting/ What changes in the 
publishing process did you witness during 
your tenure as editor? 

BM: I think the Internet played the largest 
role in changing the editor's relationship 
with the subscribers. We started the Creative 
Knitting newsletter, which was a new and 
very popular idea and gave me a new way 
to communicate with knitters. 

TH: What kind of challenges did you or the 
magazine face? 

BM; I think we were continually challenged 
to present the wonderful designs in the 
best way for knitters. The hardest challenge, 
personally, was the difficulty in working 
away from the main offices. Being located 
in San Diego, it was not often possible 
to collaborate face-to-face with graphic 
designers in Indiana and photographers in 
both Indiana and Texas. 

TH: What did you see as the purpose of 
Creative Knitting.? Do you think the magazine 
has realized that goal? 

BM; When the magazine was being planned, 
knitting was in the midst of a renaissa nce, 
and there were many new knitters who 
had only made basic scarves. I wanted this 
to be a magazine that would give knitters 
with little experience lots of ideas, while 



still providing enough interesting designs 
for more experienced knitters. I really felt a 
magazine with simple designs was missing 
at the time. Thus we gave it the descriptive 
subtitle. Easy Knitting for Everyone, and 
lived up to this mission. 

TH; What was your favorite part of the "editor" 
process? 

BM: I felt like it was Christmas every time I 
opened a package from a designer. Seeing a 
design evolve from a swatch and sketch was 
definitely my favorite part of the process. 

TH: What are you most proud of in your work 
for Creative Knitting.? 

BM: We were able to develop a magazine 
that was very popular. I strived to present 
ideas in the magazine that knitters could 
actually enjoy making and were the types of 
projects that everyday knitters were looking 
for. I am proud that we set a standard that 
has been continued to the present and will 
continue in the future. I 



In the 10 amazing years since. Creative 
Knitting has witnessed an explosion on 
the Internet where, like never before, 
sharing and being part of the knitting 
collective has been at the forefront of 
the craft. Indeed, the magazine has 
been pivotal in uniting its readers 
through Ravel ry, Facebook and online 
classes. The magazine has also joined 
in and championed the resurgence 
in fiber love; seen firsthand new (and 
wildly unique) yarn blends and fibers 
that have debuted; learned fascinating 
new techniques; and encouraged the 
amazing variety of the ever-changing 
"everyday knitter." The art of putting 
together the magazine has been 
tweaked and adjusted throughout that 
time as well, with changing editors, 
introducing a contributing editor, 
modern technology and photography 
methods, and ever-changing fashion 
trends. And yet, the tone, the appeal 
and the deep-seated desire to share 
knitting with the world is still foremost 
in every team member's heart. With 
only 10 years behind us, that's not a 
bad legacy to push us forward into the 
next decade!

Continue in stripe pat, inc 1 st by Ml 
at each edge [every 4th row] 17 (18, 20, 
21) times — 70, 74, 78, 82 stS. 

Work even until sleeve measures 
20{19V2, 20, 19'/2) inches. 

Bind off all sts. 

Assembly 

Weave in ends. 

Block pieces. 

Sew center front and center back 
seams. Sew right shoulder. 
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Neck Band 

Beg at left shoulder with RS facing and 
CC2, pick up and knit 15 sts along left 
neck edge, 14 sts across front neck, 

15 sts along right neck edge, and 26 sts 
across back neck — 70 sts. 

Work 4 rows in Seed St.

When I was a kid, my father would playfully 
grab me, saying, "I'm going to rub a knot 
on your head."

Drop the loop from your thumb and 
draw up the strand to form a stitch on 
the needle.

Cable Cast-On

■ GUIDELINES ONLY: The above reflect the most commonly used gauges and needle sizes for specific yarn categories. 

** Lace weight yarns are usually knitted on larger needles and hooks to create lacy, openwork patterns. Accordingly, a gauge range Is 
difficult to determine. Always follow the gauge stated in your pattern, 
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Projects that require a more intuitive understanding of a 
pattern or chart and that also include advanced stitches 
and techniques, as well as more intricate methods, such 
as intarsia, cables, lace and stranded colorwork with 
numerous color changes. Projects in this category may also 
involve advanced shaping and construction techniques. 








Basic Stitches 

Garter Stitch 

On straight needles, knit every row. 
When working in the round on circu- 
lar or double-point needles, knit one 
round then purl one round. 

Stockinette Stitch 

On straight needles, knit right-side 
rows and purl wrong-side rows. When 
working in the round or circularly, knit 
all rounds. 

Reverse Stockinette Stitch 

On straight needles, purl right-side 
rows and knit wrong-side rows. When 
working in the round or circularly, purl 
all rounds. 

Ribbing 

Ribbing combines knit and purl stitches 
within a row to give stretch to the gar- 
ment. Ribbing is most often used for 
the lower edge of the front and back, 
the cuffs and neck edge of garments. 

The rib pattern is established on the 
first row. On subsequent rows the knit 
stitches are knitted and purl stitches are 
purled to form the ribs. 

Reading Pattern Instructions 

Before beginning a pattern, look 
through it to make sure you are familiar 
with the abbreviations that are used. 

Some patterns may be written for 
more than one size. In this case the 
smallest size is given first and others 
are placed in parentheses. When only 
one number is given, it applies to 
all sizes. 

You may wish to highlight the num- 
bers for the size you are making before 
beginning. It ts also helpful to place 
a self-sticking note on the pattern to 
mark any changes made while working 
the pattern. 

Measuring 

To measure pieces, lay them flat on a 
smooth surface. Take the measurement 
in the middle of the piece. For example, 
measure the length to the armhole in 
the center of the front or back piece, 
not along the outer edge where the 
edges tend to curve or roll. 



Gauge 

The single most important factor in 
determining the finished size of a knit 
item is the gauge. Although not as 
important for flat, one-piece items, it is 
important when making a clothing item 
that needs to fit properly. 

It is important to make a stitch-gauge 
swatch about 6 inches square with 
recommended patterns and needles 
before beginning. 

Measure the swatch. If the number 
of stitches and rows are fewer than 
indicated under "Gauge" in the pattern, 
your needles are too large. Try another 
swatch with smaller-size needles. If the 
number of stitches and rows are more 
than indicated under "Gauge" in the 
pattern, your needles are too small. Try 
another swatch with larger-size needles. 

Continue to adjust needles until 
correct gauge is achieved. 

Working From Charts 

A chart will often be provided as a 
visual representation of a color or stitch 
pattern. On the chart each square rep- 
resents one stitch. A key is given indi- 
cating the color or stitch represented by 
each color or symbol in the box. 

The row number is at the edge of 
the chart where that row begins. If 
the number is at the right, the row is a 
right-side row and the chart row is read 
from right to left; if the number is at the 
ieft, the row is a wrong-side row and 
the chart row is read from left to right. 

Use of Zero 

In patterns that include various sizes, 
zeros are sometimes necessary. For 
example, kO (0,1) means if you are mak- 
ing the smallest or middle size, you 
would do nothing, and if you are mak- 
ing the largest size, you would k1 .

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Provisional Cast-On 

The provisional cast-on has a variety of 
uses. It starts with a crochet chain on a 
crochet hook about the same size as the 
knitting needle. A chart is given below 
of crochet hooks that correspond most

closely to knitting needle sizes. 

To work this type of cast-on, start 
with a crochet chain one or two stitches 
more than the number of stitches to be 
cast on for the pattern you are working. 
Since the edge is removed to work in 
the opposite direction the chain should 
be made with a contrasting color. 



Once the chain 
is completed, 
with a knitting 
needle, pick 

up and knit in the back bar of each 
chain until the required number of 
stitches is on the needle. Continue 
to work the pattern as given in the 
instructions. 

Instructions 
then indicate 
that the provi- 
sional cast-on be 
removed so the piece can be worked 
in the opposite direction. In this case, 
hold the work with the cast-on edge at 
the top. Undo one loop of the crochet 
chain, inserting the knitting needle into 
the stitch below the chain. (This stitch 
is on the original first row of knitting.) 
Continue to undo the crochet chain 
until all the stitches are on the needle. 
This provides a row of stitches ready to 
work in the opposite direction. 





Knit Cast-On 

Make a slip knot on the 
left needle. 

Knit a stitch in the 
loop and place it on 
the left needle.

I-Cord 

Using 2 double- 
point needles, cast 
on (backward loop 
method) number of 
stitches indicated.

Repeat until all the stitches across the main fabric have 
been bound off. To turn the corner, work three rows of unattached l-cord. To attach 
the l-cord along the vertical edge knit three, slip one knitwise, knit one stitch from the 
main fabric edge, and pass the slipped stitch over. 




Working Short Rows 

*Work to indicated turning point, 
slip next st pwise to RH needle. 
Bring yarn to RS of work between 
needles, then slip same st back 
to LH needle.

For additional rows of single crochet, 
insert the hook under both loops of the 
previous stitch instead of through the 
center of the V as when working into 
the chain stitch. 
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Tassel 



Wrap yarn 
around a piece 
of card-board 
to desired 
length, cut one 
end and tie 
securely in mid- 
dle. Tie again 
around all yarn 
below first tie. 





Center Double Decrease 

Slip the next two stitches from the left needle to the right needle as if to knit two 
together. Knit the next stitch on the left needle. Insert the left needle into the two 
slipped stitches and pull them over the first stitch and off the right needle.
